With pride and pleasure we mark, 
through the medium of our cover, the 
50th Anniversary of our friendly Queen

VC^ally’s Coronation Notebook

to attend the Coronation, tells us 
some of the highlights of his trip.

At H.M.C.S. Stadacona, Halifax, we 
had two weeks of route marching and 
precision drill. We sailed on May 7 and 
spent eight days at sea. Every morning 
we were up at six. First we had P.T. 
and then rifle drill and marching on the 
flight deck; so we swayed from side to 
side marching our way to England. 

On arrival in Portsmouth on May 15 
a special train was waiting to take us 
to Brookwood, Pirbright Camp, the 
camp of the Grenadier Guards. There we 
trained from 7 a.m. until 4 p.m. daily, 
and it was wonderful to see representa¬ 
tives of all the British Empire forces 
in their colorful uniforms. We all joined 
in a big party before we moved to 
Kensington Gardens, where we slept 
under canvas for a week before the 
Coronation.

On Coronation day, we were up at 
5 a.m., and at 7 a.m. we set out on a 
five-mile march to Trafalgar Square 
where we took up our street lining posi¬ 
tions. It was 8 a.m. and people had been 
there for twenty-four hours waiting for 
the big day. 

The weather was poor—it was cold, 
and rain fell continuously. We stood 
there ten hours, and the St. John’s 
Ambulance Brigade gave us malted milk 
tablets about every two hours. People 
were fainting all around. The colorful 
decorations were wonderful and the bells 
from Westminster Abbey were ringing 
all morning. Interesting to hear were 
the commands given for each regiment 
down the line. 

When the queen was crowned the 
people cheered so loudly that it nearly 
deafened us. The Royal coach went right 
past me three times, about four feet 
away. The queen, wearing her crown, 
was very lovely, and the gold coach was 
drawn by six beautiful white horses. 

Dancing in the streets and fireworks 
all over London brought the memorable 
day to a close.
